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Trusts agree on plans to form a single organisation to run three hospitals

THE trusts that run Basildon, 
Southend and Broomfield 
Hospitals are set to merge. 

The boards of Basildon and 
Thurrock University Hospitals NHS 
Foundation Trust, Southend 
University Hospital NHS Foundation 
Trust and Mid Essex Hospital 
Services NHS Trust approved the 
start of the merger process at a joint 
meeting last Wednesday. 

The trusts will now work towards 
becoming a single organisation 
from the start of April next year. 


The merger announcement comes 
while a public consultation is ongo¬ 
ing into plans set out by the Mid 
and South Essex Sustainability and 
Transformation Partnership (STP) 
for the future of healthcare services 
across the region. 

Mike Fieldhouse, secretary of 
campaign group Save Southend 
NHS, said the merger announce¬ 
ment made “a complete mockery” 
of the consultation. 

He cited a quote from the pre¬ 
consultation business case report of 
the STP, published in November, 
that said the development of a hos¬ 
pital group model “harnesses the 


benefits of collaboration, while 
averting the disruption associated 
with a formal merger at this time”. 

He added that a report before the 
joint meeting of the trusts last week 
discussed pursuing the creation of an 
Accountable Care Organisation, 
which Mr Fieldhouse said “is often 
seen as the precursor to privatisation”. 

Clare Panniker, chief executive of 
the trusts, issued a statement but 
declined to comment on whether 
this would lead to privatisation of 
any services. 

The statement said: “All three 
trust boards voted to support the 
recommendation to start the formal 


process to merge our organisations. 
All recognised that working togeth¬ 
er formally in the longer term is 
crucial to help us deliver and secure 
safe, high quality services across 
all three of our hospitals. 

“This is separate to the outcome of 
the public consultation currently 
under way on the proposed changes 
to some clinical services - where the 
decision will be taken by the joint 
committee of the clinical commis¬ 
sioning groups (CCGs) who will 
decide how they commission our ser¬ 
vices based on, among other things, 
feedback from local people and staff.

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• Councillors announce makeover for common as part of a£20m spend 
programme that will see cash borrowed from government at low rates 


Shoebury Common 
to get £300k facelift 


SOUTHEND Council is set to pledge around 
£20million for projects in the borough up to 
March 2020. 

The funding is included in the borough's draft 
capital budget, set to be discussed at a cabinet 
meeting on Thursday. 

Council leader John Lamb said it must remain 
“bold and ambitious” and invest in the borough.

The council's capital budget is used to make 
one-off investments in projects or to fund essen¬ 
tial improvements. 

As well as a £2.7million investment into the sec¬ 
ond phase of The Forum building, the council is 
also set to add a further £10million to invest in 
commercial property. 

Cllr Andrew Moring said: “We've got to find 
alternative funding to replace the money we're 
losing from the Government grant and one of the 
ways that we can do it is to borrow money from 
the Government itself at a very low interest rate 
and then buy commercial property that has 
already got tenants in it and rent it out.” 

The council has also set aside £2.25million on 
flood prevention measures, half of which to come 
from external sources, which will include under¬ 
ground tanks created on the central seafront to 
deal with surface water flooding from Queensway 
down to the central seafront in heavy rainfall. 


Andy Lewis, the council's deputy chief execu¬ 
tive, said £1 million has been earmarked in the 
capital budget for fire improvement works that 
may come from a fire safety review commis¬ 
sioned by the council as well as for any work 
necessitated by a possible change of legislation 
following a Government review due out into the 
Grenfell Tower disaster. 

£750,000 has been earmarked for the next stage 
of the Better Queensway project, while £400,000 
has been allocated to create a small number of 
residential care places for children and £300,000 
is to go towards improvements to Shoebury 
Common North. 

Work on the latter would include a new chil¬ 
dren’s play area, paths and fitness equipment, new 


landscaping and replanting, as well as improve¬ 
ments to the existing car park and entrance. 

Cllr Ann Holland, deputy council leader, said: 
“We have had a long-held ambition to realise the 
potential of this part of the seafront, which has 
some of the finest Blue Flag beaches in the bor¬ 
ough and boasts commanding views of the estu¬ 
ary. 

“Last year, over 100,000 people visited the 
Poppies: Wave sculpture at Barge Pier in 
Shoeburyness, opening this part of our borough to 
a new audience that we want to keep coming 
back. We believe that investing in Shoebury 
Common North will build on that success and 
make much better use of what is currently an 
underused green space.”

A&E change 
goes to public 
consultation in 
Southend and 
Castle Point 

CONSULTATION events are set to 
take place in Southend and Castle 
Point where residents will be able to 
find out more about future healthcare 
plans for the region. 

The consultation into the Mid and 
South Essex Sustainability and 
Transformation Partnership (STP)'s 
plans was approved by a meeting of 
the Mid Essex Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) Joint 
Committee in November. 

The plans include the development 
of new assessment and treatment cen¬ 
tres alongside each A&E department 
at Southend, Basildon, and 
Broomfield Hospitals. 

All three A&Es will remain open 24 
hours a day and will receive “blue 
light” ambulances under the propos¬ 
als. 

Professor Mike Bewick, indepen¬ 
dent chair of the CCG joint commit¬ 
tee, said attendees will be able to hear 
from senior NHS staff, including clin¬ 
icians, at each discussion event and 
said the main aim of the events was to 
explore “what the proposed changes 
would mean for patients and fami¬ 
lies.” 

In Southend, there will be a meeting 
on Thursday, February 8 between 
6.30pm and 8.30 pm in Maritime 
Room, Cliffs Pavilion, Westcliff. 

On Tuesday, February 20, another 
event will take place between 2.30pm 
and 4.30pm at Oysterfleet Hotel, 
Canvey while on Wednesday, March 
7, a meeting will be held at Audley 
Mills Education Centre, Eastwood 
Road, Rayleigh between 2.30pm and 
4.30pm.

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fix budget shortfall 


COUNCIL tax for Southend residents 
is set to rise 4.49 per cent as draft bud¬ 
get plans were revealed. 

Southend Council confirmed the 
planned rise, made up of a 2.99 per 
cent increase for general use and 1.5 
per cent to go towards adult social 
care. 

This amounts to an annual rise of 
£56.88 for a Band D household. 

The hike comes as the council 
revealed it needs to save £9.7million in 
2018/19 and said its main grant from 
central Government has dropped by 
nearly a third to £10.3million. 

Council leader John Lamb said: “I 
do not want to announce a proposed 
council tax rise, but continual and sig¬ 
nificant central Government cuts and 
the financial situation make any other 
scenario impossible. Even with the 
rises and savings that we are announc¬ 
ing, we estimate that after this year, we 
will still need to save £417,000 a 
month over the next three years.” 


Among the budget shortfall, the 
council said that £3.8m comes from 
'service pressures', including £1.2mil- 
lion to meet increases in childcare 
numbers and costs. 

A spokesman said that the overall 
budget gap would be met by £7.2mil- 
lion of departmental savings and 
£2.5million would also come from the 
council's reserves over the next three 
years. Deputy leader Ann Holland 
said: “All of our decisions must be 
taken within the context of a signifi¬ 
cant reduction in funding versus sig¬ 
nificant increases in demand for many 
of our services.” 

Some one-off investment is pro¬ 
posed, including £75,000 to help com¬ 
bat and support the prevention of 
homelessness. 

The draft budget is being considered 
by the council at a Cabinet meeting on 
Thursday, with a final budget due to 
be approved at full council in 
February.

“The decision by our boards is about 
ensuring we have the right systems and 
processes in place to properly support 
how we work together so we can make 
the most of the resources, the skills and 
the expertise we have available to us . 


“We have been clear that this not 
about making further changes to clini¬ 
cal services, making any changes to the 
proposals within the consultation or 
removing local leadership and account¬ 
ability at each hospital site.” 

She added the next step of the merger 


process will be “to produce a strategic 
business case to set out what needs to 
be done to seek the formal approval of 
our regulators, our councils of gover¬ 
nors and presents the opportunity to 
engage more widely with our stake¬ 
holders and local community.”

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Southend Forum expansion programme aims to raise £19million funding 

Library investment bid 
gets £2.7m council boost

PLANS have been announced 
for a £19million extension for 
The Forum in Southend. 

Southend Council has 
included a £2.7million invest¬ 
ment into the project as part 
of its draft capital budget. 

The council confirmed its 
contribution towards the pro¬ 
ject, which would be a joint 
venture with South Essex 
College. 

The rest of the funding por¬ 
tions have not been con¬ 
firmed and are still subject to 
discussions between the 
council, the college and exter¬ 
nal funding bodies. 

If it goes ahead, a council 
spokesman said the building 
would focus on digital, cre¬ 
ative and cultural industries. 

The current building, the 
first combined academic and 
public library in the country, 
was opened in 2013 after a 
£27million investment. 

The council expects its con¬ 
tribution to go towards con¬ 
temporary and community art 
gallery space, an associated 
shop and cafe as well as a dig¬ 
ital workspace for creative 
and digital businesses. 


Ann Holland, the council's 
deputy leader, said: “The 
Forum has had 1.75million 
visitors since it opened in 
2013 so that's been really 


tremendous. 

“It was always intended as a 
two phase development and 
the building would have a 
focus on digital, creative and 


cultural industries and will 
have performance studios and 
this will be a big area of 
growth for Southend's econo¬ 
my.” 


She added that a significant 
need for extra space for the 
college had been identified by 
discussions with partners. 

If completed, the building 
would also be home to a pub¬ 
lic and teaching restaurant, 
performance studios, 

rehearsal space, computer 
music suites and teaching 
rooms for the college. 

Anthony McGarel, deputy 
principal and chief executive 
of the college, said: “We're 
extremely excited about the 
proposed new development. 

“It would allow us to 
increase our popular digital, 
media, music and performing 
arts offer in Southend and 
provide the town with a new 
restaurant, benefiting stu¬ 
dents and the local communi¬ 
ties we serve.” 

Once funding has been con¬ 
firmed, a design for the new 
building would go to tender. 

A completion date for the 
building has been set ahead of 
the academic year beginning 
in September 2021. 

The council's draft 2018/19 
budget is being discussed at a 
Cabinet meeting on Thursday.

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Police issue warning as elderly people in Southend are 
phoned by criminals posing as detectives in latest scam 


Bogus caller alert 
as OAPs targeted 


POLICE are urging vigilance after four 
incidents across Southend and Castle 
Point where people posing as detectives 
have tried to con elderly women. 

The first incident happened at around 
3pm on Tuesday, January 9, when a man 
called a 94-year-old woman from Leigh 
and told her that her bank card had been 
used to purchase items illegally in 
Brighton. 

The woman was asked to remain on

the line, press three digits and then 
speak to a detective on the phone. She 
then spoke to a woman but grew suspi¬ 
cious, hung up and called a relative. 

At around 4.20pm on the same day, a 
73-year-old woman in Westcliff was 
contacted and told that her card had 
been used to purchase high value items 
in Birmingham. The same tactics were 
used but she grew suspicious and hung 
up. 

Later on that day, a third elderly 
woman, from Southend, was called, told 
that there was suspicious activity on her 
account and asked to withdraw thou¬ 
sands of pounds. 

She went into her bank the following 
day, told staff and police were called at 
10am. 

The final report was made at 12.40pm 
on Friday, January 12, by an elderly 
woman in Benfleet who also hung up 
and contacted police. 

Investigating officer DS Rachel 
Jeffery said: “The suspects are preying 
on their elderly victim’s trust and 
respect for police officers in an attempt 
to con them out of hundreds, and in 
some cases thousands of pounds. 

“Fortunately, in each case reported to 


us last week the victims were rightly 
suspicious and either told a relative, 
police or their banks. 

“Remember we will never ask you for 
personal bank details on the phone or 
ask you to withdraw any sums of cash. 

“We would always talk to you in per¬ 
son if we were concerned about any¬ 
thing suspicious reported to us.

“Even at your doorstep, continue to 
remain vigilant and ask an officer to 
show their identification, we won’t 
mind you asking to see.”

Security tightened over 
‘vehicular’ terror fears 


SOUTHEND Council has 
announced plans to invest in securi¬ 
ty measures in the town. 

The council revealed that 
£500,000 has been included in its 
draft capital budget “to implement 
security measures required due to 
current national threat levels”. 

The UK's current threat from 
international terrorism is severe, 
meaning that an attack is 'highly 
likely'. 

The council's deputy chief execu¬ 
tive Andy Lewis said the planned 
funding was for ensuring the town 
centre and seafront areas are safe, 
especially from the risk of vehicular 
terrorist attacks. 

He said: “Whilst we're absolutely 
not saying there is a terror threat 


against Southend, it is looking at 
vulnerable places and trying to take 
provision to improve that. 

“There is a bollard system in the 
centre of the High Street so it's 
about upgrading that to provide pro¬ 
tection and design changes to the 
seafront to prevent that sort of issue, 
particularly when we get very busy 
days on the seafront.” 

A council spokesman added that 
the majority of the money is set to 
go on the bollard upgrade, during 
which the council would look at 
other locations that may need mea¬ 
sures. 

The earmarked funding is part of 
the council's draft budget, which 
will be discussed at a Cabinet meet¬ 
ing on Thursday.

Heroic bus drivers 
raise charity cash 


Woman to be sentenced 
for distraction burglaries 


A WOMAN has admitted car¬ 
rying out two distraction bur¬ 
glaries in Southend after she 
befriended her victims claim¬ 
ing she had car problems. 

Nicola Collins, 25, of North 
Road, Westcliff, admitted two 
counts of burglary at Southend 
Magistrates’ Court on Friday, 
January 12 and will be sen¬ 
tenced at Basildon Crown 
Court on Friday, February 9. 

At 4pm on Monday, January 
8, Collins knocked at a door in 
Chelmsford Avenue, claiming 
her car had broken down and 
she had no phone signal. 

She asked to borrow the vic¬ 
tim’s phone and for a glass of 
water. 

While the victim was distract¬ 


ed she took a two-figure sum of 
cash out of her purse and left. 

The next day Collins knocked 
at an address in Boston Avenue 
at 6.20pm and claimed that her 
car had run out of petrol near 
Southend Airport, with garages 
refusing to help her. 

Collins asked to use the vic¬ 
tim’s phone and pretended to 
call a relative. The victim made 
Collins, who pretended to cry, a 
hot drink. 

Collins then insisted she wash 
the cup up, and put her coat on 
top of the victim’s bag, washed 
up and then left with the hand¬ 
bag, which included cash, keys 
and personal documents. 

She was arrested at home on 
January 11.

Time to take 
back control 
of economy 

BRITAIN voted to leave the EU. 
Almost 52 percent of Britons 
voted in favour of leaving. 

Although the “leave” cam¬ 
paign often focused on emo¬ 
tional arguments about immi¬ 
gration, there are in fact many 
reasons those in favour of 
leaving believed it would ben¬ 
efit the UK. They came from 
across the political spectrum, 
and some of the arguments 
even contradict others. 

Over the past few decades, a 
series of EU treaties have shift¬ 
ed a growing amount of power 
from individual member states 
to the central EU bureaucracy 
in Brussels. On subjects where 
the EU has been granted 
authority, like competition poli¬ 
cy, agriculture, and copyright 
and patent law, EU rules over¬ 
ride British laws. 

Eurosceptics emphasise that 
the EU’s executive branch, the 
European Commission, isn’t 
directly accountable to voters in 
Britain or anyone else. British 
leaders have little influence on 
the selection of the European 
Commission’s members. 

But once the body has been 
chosen, none of its members 
are accountable to the British 
government or to Britons’ 
elected representatives in the 
European Parliament. 

Sometimes these EU rules 
sound simply ludicrous, like the 
rule that you can’t recycle a 
teabag, or that children under 
eight cannot blow up balloons, 


or the limits on the power of 
vacuum cleaners. 

Many British Conservatives 
look at the European bureaucra¬ 
cy in Brussels the same way 
American conservatives view 
the Washington bureaucracy. 

Michael Gove has argued that 
EU regulations cost the British 
economy £600million every 
week. We need to take control 
NOW.

Draft budget 
holds the key 
to housing 

THE council’s draft budget 
now marks an intense period 
of investigation for homeless¬ 
ness and housing throughout 
Southend. 

The £75k being invested in 
homelessness issues will in 
itself not perform miracles, but 
it will act as a key to unlocking 
further work and funds from the 
reserves, which I hope will in 
these exceptional times be wel¬ 
comed across the council. 

Housing and homelessness 
issues are becoming intense. 

The council has mostly man¬ 
aged to keep the lid on the 
sometimes high numbers of 


people on the streets. 

As an authority Southend 
Council acts well beyond its 
statutory duty and there is proba¬ 
bly not one councillor who does 
not want to eradicate homeless¬ 
ness in all its forms. 

We carry out the work against 
homelessness with the total sup¬ 
port of MPs Sir David Amess 
and James Duddridge. 

The views vary, as you can 
imagine, so I don’t personally 
criticise members of the council 
who make suggestions to help, 
but I personally cannot support 
the movement restriction of peo¬ 
ple including families who 
choose to make Southend their 
lawful home in whatever form 
the legitimate housing takes. 

We need new residents, it 
plays a natural role in our 
town’s development. Those who 
are sent to Southend by whatev¬ 
er agencies are wrong not to 
assist in re-housing those peo¬ 
ple, but those people are caught 
in a terrible crossfire and are 
made the subject of pointless 
and unjustified hate. 

The way forward is for an 
examination of policies and 
practical action for eradicating 
homelessness, which the coun¬ 
cil is now urgently moving 
towards. Government has sig¬ 
nalled that the priority for social 
housing and greater affordabili¬ 
ty is upon us. Here are just 
some of the recent actions: 


• Homelessness Reduction 
Act to be implemented in April. 

• Funding - allocation of 
£1 billion up to 2020 to tackle 
homelessness and rough sleep¬ 
ing. 

• Short-term changes to 
Universal Credit for those in 
temporary accommodation 
who receive support for hous¬ 
ing costs. 

• Housing First Pilots 
announced in Autumn Budget. 

• Access to the private rent¬ 
ed sector - £20m set aside in 
the Budget. 

• The Rough Sleeping and 
Homelessness Reduction 
Taskforce which will be sup¬ 
ported by the Rough Sleeping 
Advisory Panel. 

Whatever politicians say, 
everyday reality is my concern 
and listening to what residents 
say and experience is impor¬ 
tant. The other reality is that 
provided by the agencies and 
individuals who deal with the 
homelessness or street commu¬ 
nity. They deserve our gratitude. 

Take a bow, HARP, Southend 
Vineyard, Family Mosaic, 
Southend YMCA, Richmond 
Fellowship, STARS, Churches, 
One Love, Street Pastors, 

South Essex Homes for man¬ 
agement of temporary accom¬ 
modation, Southend Council’s 
Housing Team and the police. 

It’s a huge effort and works 
almost 365 days a year. 


The complexity of housing 
and homelessness is nothing 
short of amazing and the need 
to build more, the need to 
house the homeless and fix 
some sad and broken lives is 
absolutely urgent. 

At night when we switch the 
lights off, thousands across the 
UK will bed down still vulner¬ 
able and open to the elements 
with, sadly, some abuse. 

We need to stop the political 
posturing with homelessness 
and join together to eradicate 
it. Facing the fact that there 
will always be people who will 
not want to have help and sup¬ 
port, but the current numbers 
on our or any town or cities’ 
streets in the UK are too high. 

That the UK needs a national 
homelessness register is 
beyond argument. Councils 
spend a disproportionate time 
investigating individuals’ back¬ 
grounds and origins to cope 
with any needs or sometimes 
to learn the identity. 

I am moving that the Housing 
Working Party sits at least quar¬ 
terly, but more if needed, and 
that the focus is equally home¬ 
lessness by reflecting this in the 
name of the working party to 
Housing and Homelessness 
Working Party, my colleagues 
will be asked to agree this.

That character is Eleanor, who acts 
as a catalyst for the main character. 
She is the driving force behind Jekyll. 

Lane says the inspiration for such a 
character comes from Stevenson’s 
wife, Frannie, who drove the writer of 
Jekyll and Hyde to not only finish the 
story, but to make it great. 

Lane wanted a character in the 
story to reflect the role Frannie had 
on Stevenson’s life. 

Before she met Stevenson, Frannie 
was a single mother, but was also 
studying, which was uncommon for 
her time. 

“Those type of women were known 
as ‘adventurers’,” explained Lane. 

“When Stevenson married her she 
began to help him immediately,” he 
continued. “When he first showed 
her a draft of the story she told him it 
was not good enough, so he started 
over, finishing the story in one night.” 

The case features Jack Bannell as 
Henry Jekyll/Edward Hyde, Paige 
Round as Eleanor Lanyon, Zach Lee 
as Gabriel Utterson, and Ashley 
Sean-Cook as Hastings Lanyon, all 
of whom Lane praises.

I N 1971, The New York Times 
successfully petitioned the 
Supreme Court to uphold the 
rights of a free press in response 
to a challenge from President 
Richard Nixon to suspend publi¬ 
cation of classified reports detail¬ 
ing US military involvement in 
Vietnam. 

Director Steven Spielberg’s 
handsome dramatisation of 
events leading up to this high- 
profile legal showdown feels 
uncomfortably relevant in a 
modern era of fake news and 
presidential Twitter outbursts. 
The Post is also a timely 
depiction of gender inequality 
in the workplace and lionises 
the achievements of Katharine 
Graham, publisher of The 
Washington Post, who risked 
losing the business her 
father bought in 1933 
£ , because she refused to be 
bullied into submission by 
~ a patriarchal establishment 
and sacrifice ideals enshrined in 
the First Amendment of the US 
Constitution. 

Tubs are repeatedly thumped in 
Spielberg’s picture, most power¬ 
fully in Meryl Streep’s tour-de¬ 
force portrayal of Graham, which 
captures every facet of a working 
mother’s resolve, inner turmoil 
and defiance. 

It seems almost redundant to 
draw attention to her ability to 
delve beneath the skin of her char¬ 
acters but Streep’s work here is 
sublime. 

Tom Hanks provides robust 
support as Ben Bradlee, crusad- 
executive editor of The 


Washington Post, who doesn’t 
appreciate meddling from the 
boardroom. 

“Keep your finger out of my 
eye,” he tells Graham during one 
frank exchange. 

The film opens in 1966 Vietnam, 
where military analyst Daniel 
Ellsberg (Matthew Rhys) witness¬ 
es first-hand the loss of US 
troops and reports back his 
grave concerns to Secretary of 
Defence Robert McNamara 
(Bruce Greenwood). 

Fearful that the administration 
is whitewashing the unflattering 
truth, Ellsberg photocopies clas¬ 
sified reports and leaks pages to 
The New York Times. 

In Washington, Bradlee reads his 
rival’s scoop with envy. 

“Anyone else tired of reading the 
news rather than writing it?” he 
despairs to his team. 

Bradlee encourages reporter I 
Ben Bagdikian (Bob Odenkirk) to 
chase down a copy of the report 
so The Post can bloody its nose 1 
too. 

After a sluggish opening 15 min¬ 
utes, The Post whirrs smoothly _ 
into action, cutting back and forth 
between Graham and Bradlee’s 1 
personal odysseys. 

Streep is in imperious form and - 
she richly deserves a 21st Oscar 
nomination. 

Hanks issues the picture’s rally¬ 
ing cry for the media to hold a 1 
microscope to the political elite , 
and expose every ugly blemish. 

“We have to be the check on 
their power,” he sermonises. “If" 
we don’t hold them accountable, 
who will?”

Brainwave prediction comes true

VISITING a car dealer with 
my father in the mid-1950s 
we met one of his scientific 
friends who made what I 
thought was a potty 
prediction. 

Viewing a big, solid Rover 
60 my dad’s pal stated that 
one day, our brains would 
be linked to cars and they 
would know what we 
wanted them to do. 

Bearing in mind that the 
wonder of the world in the 
primary school classroom 
at the time was the 
pre-selector gearbox and 
cars did not even have 
seatbelts, it was little 
wonder that I treated this 
view with derision and 
could not suppress a smile. 

Having been assured by 
my parent that the man 
“knew his stuff”, I was 
reminded of the episode by 
news of a development 
from Nissan. 

The Japanese car maker, 
renowned for its technical 
excellence has unveiled 
research that is aimed at 


enabling vehicles to 
interpret signals from the 
driver’s brain, redefining 
how people interact with 
their cars. 

The company’s 
Brain-to-Vehicle, or B2V, 
technology promises to 
speed up reaction times for 
drivers and will lead to cars 
that keep adapting to make 
driving more enjoyable. 

Nissan is demonstrating 
the capabilities of this 
exclusive technology at the 
CES 2018 trade show in 
Las Vegas. B2V is the latest 
development in Nissan 
Intelligent Mobility, the 
company’s vision for 
transforming how cars are 
driven, powered and inte¬ 
grated into society. 

“When most people think 
about autonomous driving, 
they have a very 
impersonal vision of the 
future, where humans 
relinquish control to the 
machines. Yet B2V 
technology does the 
opposite, by using signals 
from their own brain to 
make the drive even more 


exciting and enjoyable,” 
said Nissan executive 
vice-president Daniele 
Schillaci. “Through Nissan 
Intelligent Mobility, we are 
moving people to a better 
world by delivering more 
autonomy, more 
electrification and more 
connectivity.” 

This breakthrough from 
Nissan is the result of 
research into using brain 


decoding technology to 
predict a driver’s actions 
and detect discomfort.

Timlin with a two-footed tackle. 

Brown later insisted: “It was a 
red-card challenge. I’m not sure 
whether he slipped, but he went in 
with twelve studs showing. 

“The referee was quick to pro¬ 
duce a yellow card, under pressure 
from the opposing players.”

On 62 minutes the gloom 
descended further over Roots Hall 
as Madden was all too easily 
allowed to net from close-range, 
after the home defence failed to 
deal with Kyle Dempsey’s flick. 

Brown tried an injection of pace, 
introducing Marc Antoine-Fortune 
after 65 minutes, in place of skip¬ 
per Ferdinand.
